States in event that Mr. Roosevelt 
is re-elected and the w ar ends in 
less than four y ears. 
The Roosevelt ‘‘pre.sident-for- 
less-than-a-y ear” report has pro­ 
voked

over 
his choice of 
a 
running-m ate. 
Last week, 
there 
was

flurry of talk over a harm ony 
ticket of Roosevelt and G arner, 
w ith the president pictured as 
ready to accept

The G arner rum or, however, 
died by the way side w hen the 
new dealers brought out the re­ 
port that Mr. Roosevelt would 
not serve out a third term if ic - 
elected.

m ediately said G arner was too 
old for the post and that the 
president desired a much y ounger 
m an and a new dealer as his run­ 
ning-m ate. 
This led to specula­ 
tive reports that Mr. Roosevelt 
favored a rather long list of In­ 
dividuals, w ho are rather y oung 
and new dealers.

This latest Roosevelt rum or also 
le.vsens the boom for Secretary ol 
State Cordell Hull 
For months 
past, the New D ealers have as­ 
serted publicly and privately that 
Hull was Mr. Roosevelt’s choice 
as his successor in 
the While 
House. When their talk changed 
to a third term , the New Dealers 
said Hull w as Roosevelt's choice 
as his running-m ate. 
Now, the 
New Dealers say H ull—like G ar­ 
ner—is too old and that a y ounger 
m an is desired.

rather long. It is headed, for the

Toward nightfall, the battle In­ 
creased in violence in the stifling; 
heat, smok e and dust of the fields, j 
Germ an 
bombers 
m eanw hile' 
raided an unidentified area 
in . 
central France, and French fight­ 
ing planes and anti-aircraft struck 
back . 
Touched 
off by the Germ an 
fuehrer himaelf from his head­ 
quarters on 
the w estern front, 
the massive attack began at 4:40 
p. m., Tuesday, 
(C. S. T.) 
w ith 
a furious artillery barrage against 
the French lines. 
W hile the nazi air force thun­ 
dered 
overhead, 
bombing 
and 
strafing, 
masses

uniform ed 
Germ an infantry moved forw ard 
thorugh the daw n haze. 
The heaviest blow* w ere dt • 
rected at th# ivgion of Am leni 
and along the Ailette canal, be­ 
tween Laon and Solssons. 
The 
latter is only 58 miles from Paris. 
Palis Is Targst. 
Berlin declared Paris—the ap­ 
parent target of the new blitz­ 
k rieg—lay 
"practically ex posed’’ 
to the G erm an onslaght. 
A highly significant develop­ 
m ent on th# diplom atic front was 
reported m eanw hile in London, 
w here soviet Russian circles indi­ 
cated there was a good possibility 
of co-operation between the Rus­ 
sian Krem lin and the allies In the 
Black sea and the eastern M edi­ 
terranean. 
If true, a new bond of Anglo- 
Russian friendship m ight easily 
counter the pressure of Italy in 
the M editerranean. 
W ith Belgium crushed in a 28 - 
day campaign, Hitler sent his le­ 
gion* strik ing into the heart of 
France w ith a hint that he had 
offered the allies some k ind of 
peace term s—possibly a separate 
peace to only one side—and had 
been rejected.

Allied planes again retaliated 
for the nazi aerial attack on Pari* 
—which left 254 dead ind 652 
wounded—by bombing Friedrich- 
shafen, home of the G erm an Z ep­ 
pelin and site of nazi airplane en­ 
gine factories. 
New Phase At Hand. 
The news that the nazi legions 
had struck anew was announced 
to the G erm an people 
b y Adolf 
H itler in a special message, in 
which he said hi* arm ies w ere 
again on the m arch “to fight for 
continuation of the liberty and 
future of our people." 
At the sam e tim e H itler de­ 
creed a 
national celebration of 
eight days for tha G erm an vic­ 
tory in Flanders. 
All evidence pointed to the be­ 
ginning of a new and more te r­ 
rible phase of “total w ar" for 
Europe. 
Britain, hurt by w hat Prim e 
M inister Churchill him self called

Gennan, h aving been trained by 
a German officer. In Brazil, th e 
you nger army officers are p ro- 
nazi. 
Particu larly worrisome is th e 
fate o i th ese cou ntries with Italy 
in th e war. Th ere are at least 
2,000,000 Italians in Argentina— 
or abou t ona-iifth of th e p op u la­ 
tion. Also th ere are large Italian 
colonies in Uru gu ay and Brazil. 
Ch ief u ndercover strategy of 
th esa racial grou p s it to over­ 
th row th e p resent governments In 
Sou th America, in favor of p u p p et 
governments friendly to th e nazi- 
iaseist cau se.
